34 c. chopped nuts 
Cook butter, sugar, and salt 
on about No. 3 setting on 
electric stove until candy 
thermometer reaches 300 
degrees. Add extract. Grease 
bottom of large pan with 
butter. Sprinkle with nuts. 
Pour mixture in pan. Place 
candy bars on top and 
sprinkle with nuts. Cool. 
Break into desired size. 


AUNT B E L L E ’S CANDY 
Wanza Baker 
3 pints white sugar 
1 pint milk, or cream 
Vi c. butter or oleo 
Vt t. vanilla 
V4 t. soda 
2 lbs. pecans 
Pour I pt. sugar into heavy 
skillet and place over low 
heat. 
Begin stirring 
with 
wooden spoon and keep the 
sugar moving so that it will 
not scorch. This takes about 
30 minutes or more to com­ 
pletely melt — never let it 
smoke or cook so fast that it 
turns dark. It should be a 
very light brown. As soon as 
the sugar is started in the 
skillet, put the remaining 2 
pints of sugar with the milk 
into a deep heavy kettle and 
set it over a low fire to cook 
along slowly while the sugar 
is melting in the skillet. As 
soon as the sugar is melted, 
begin pouring it into the 
boiling 
milk 
and 
sugar 
mixture, keeping it on low 
heat and stirring constantly. 
Pour a stream of the melted 
sugar about the size of a 
knitting needle and stir 
across tile bottom of the 
kettle all the time. Continue 
cooking and stirring until the 
mixture forms a firm ball 
when dropped into 
cold 
water. 
Remove from fire and 
Immediately add the soda,
